SHOE SECRECY DENOUNCED 


Wants to Know 4f New England Cor- 
porations Contrdé] Bench 

Washington, ‘Aug. 3.—Representa- 
tive: Norris of Nebraska, a Progres- 
sive, declared that as soon as con- 
gress meets in December he will en- 
deavor to bring an investigation of the 
action of the, federal court in Boston 
which has ordered that the case 
against the United Shoe Machinery 
company be heard in private, exclud- 
ing representatives of the press or 
public. He said: 

“It seems very plain to me that if 
this precedent should be allowed to 
Stand it might very soon bring about 
an era of star chamber secret sittings 
on the very class of cases concerning 
which the public is most entitled to 
know the facts. 

“The shoe machinery trust is being 
prosecuted as a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. The government has been 
trying to get the case pushed to an 


least exeeedingly dilatory. 

“There is no precedent for asking a 
priyate hearing in such a case. The 
United Shoe interest is very wealthy 
and powerful. if we get an investi- 
gation of it, as I have no doubt we 
will, I propose to have it develop the 
alliances of this concern with the 
financial interests that dominate in 
New England and that are closely con- 
nected with the most powerful ones 
in the nation. 

“I want to know about the activities 
and influences of these business pow- 
ers in politics—in recommending and 
obtaining the appointment of judges 
among other things. 

“It appedis it was two or three 
months ago when one judge intimated 
the preference for private hearings in 
this case. Yet no action was taken 
at that time; none was taken until 
within a few hours after congress had 
adjourned. That may be merely a 
coincidence, but it is suggestive co- 
incidence, to say the least. 

“J understand the department of 
justice-is simply redhot about this 
whole affair, and I don’t blame it.” 


TURNS TURTLE 
IN BALTIMORE 


Nantucket Luekily Had Dis- 
charged Passengers 


Baltimore, Sept. 3.—Firemen and 
sailors climbing frantically into her

Noted surgeons from other places 
have commended this new ward as 
one of the finest of its kind ever con- 
structed. The value of it has traveled 
afar and reqvests are received daily 
from other cities for the pique and 
specifications.

$12 LIMIT A HANDICAP 


Mayor Stone, City Auditor Fair- 
banks and Tax Collector Child were 
in attendance Tuesday before the re- 

cess committee of the legislature who 
are investigating the financial condi- 


tion of the several cities of the Com- 
monwealth. The object of the com- 
mittee is to obtain information as to 
the financial conditions in the cities 
which information will be the basis of 
the report which the committee will 
make to the next legislature. 

Several hours was given up to the 
hearing on Quincy. The main object 
of the discussion being relative to the 
$12 limit. The Mayor was questioned 
as to his belief on this important mat- 
ter. Whether it would be better to 
abolish the limit or if it would be 
better to raise the limit to $13 or pos- 
sibly higher. From what the Mayor 
could gather the sentiment of the com- 
mittee seemed to ‘be in favor of elim- 
inating the limit. 

Mayor Stone expressed himself as 
| strongly opposed to the abolishing of 
the limit believing that it would lead 
to extravagance. He however thought 
that it might be a good thing perhaps 
to raise the limit to be raised for cur- 
rent expenses to $13 on the thousand. 

Every year the several departments 
| of the city ask for more money for 
| current expenses and it has been a 
| hard time to rajse the funds necessary 
| under the $12 limit. If the limit was 
| raised to $13 it would have attend- 
| ance to help the cities out.

A number of the small towns where 
there was no election for member of 
the legislature Tuesday are still bal- 
loting through the inability of a ma- 
jority of the voters to agree on a can- 
didate.

RHODES—In Wollaston, Sept. 4, Wes- 


Congressman John H. Small of 
North Carolina, in his addtess before 
the Atlantic deeper waterways con- 
vention at New London, Conn., Wed- 
nesday, advocated a standardization 
of depths of ‘all canals along the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

Mr. Small said that while his State 
was to receive the first benefits of the 
movement for deeper waterways, it 
would work just as energetically for 
consummation of a plan which would 
link into one great waterway the 148 
harbors and rivers which indent near- 
ly 7000 miles of the coast. The great 
end to be sought, Mr. Small believed, 
was to make every city and town on 
}all these at present segregated inlets 
communicable for water-borne traffic 
each with the other. 

Mr. Small added a word to argu- 
ments of other speakers that transpor- 
tation is a factor in the cost of living, 

eevine that by water-borne traffic the 
present high costs may be cut down. 
He said that one arbitrary condition 
faced by populous communities along 
the sea-board dependent for supplies 
upon the great rail lines operating be- 
tween the north and south, was that 
many of these lines either have by. out- 
right purchases or under a community 
of interest, control of the present wa- 
ter lines which ought to be a factor 
in cheaper transportation. 

‘The standardization of depth of in- 
tra coastal canals, the Congressman 
held would enable craft to ply in the 
smaller, waterways, without breaking 
cargoes. The uniform depth of 12 feet 
should, however, carry breadth enough 
to enable deepening later at little cost. 

{He advocated municipal ownership 
of all water terminals, Mr. Small 
said:

City of Presidents Has 
Much of Interest 


Old historic Quincy settled in 1626 
has much of interest to visitors. | 
When Braintree was incorporated in | 
1640, the territory now known as 
Quincy, was a part. In 1792 Quincy 
betame an independent town, and in 
1888 was incorporated as a city. | 

Quincy was named in honor of Col. 
John Quincy, descendant in the third 
generation from Edmund, 24, who set- 
tled in Quincy, in 1634; grand-father | 
of Abigail (Smith) Adams, the wife | 
and mother of a President of the Uni- 
ted States. 

The city includes WoHaston, Atlan- 
tic, Quincy Point, Gouth Quincy, West 
Quincy, Montclair, Norfolk Downs, 
Wollaston Park, Squantum, 
Neck, Adams Shore, Germantown and 
Quincy Neck, comprising in all over 
16 square miles, of which 2,530 acres 
ere in public parks. 


Birthplaces of Presidents. | 


Birthplace of John Adams, the firs 
Vice President and second President 
of the United States, Franklin etreet, 
Quincy Adams house built in 1681 and 
restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to 
public. Admission charged. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams 
the sixth President of the United 
States, junction of Franklin street, 
Presidents road and Independence ave- 
nue. Built 1716, restored 18y¥6 by the 
Quincy Historical Society. Open to 
public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admis- 
sion charged. 


Abigail Adams Cairn. 


Penns Hill, erected June 17, 1896 by 
Adame Chapter, Daughters of the Rev- 
olution, to the memory of Abigail Ad- 
ams, who with her son, John Quincy, 
from the spot watched the cmoke o! 
battle at Bunker Hili. im com- 
posed of many historic stones, the 
corner stone being part of the old 
sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quar- 
ties to tide water, Neponset river.

A Rich Dish. 

Sauted Kidneys.—Have three sheep's 
kidnéys and a sharp knife. Take 
off the skin and trim, then cnt ,the 
kidneys across in slices about a quar- 
ter of an inch thiek. Having done 
that, dust them well with salt and 
pepper. Place one ounce of butter in 
na pan. When it is quite hot put in the 
kidneys and shake them about in the 
butter over the fire for three or four 
minutes. Take ont and drain. Add 
to the gravy three tablespoonfuls of 
brown sauce and let boil for twe or 
three minutes. The kidneys are now 
added to this.and must.be.allowed to 
get hot through,.but.on no acconnt to 
boil or,they will shrivel and be tough. 
Arrange the kidneys on a hot dish and 
pour the sauce around. 


Kidneys With Fruit. 

Kidneys and Bananas.—Veal. kidneys 
are used for this. Take off some but 
not all of the fat and elean thorongh- 
ly. Saute with butter.in’a hot pan. 
The kidneys must be browned slightly, 
but »still be left a little pink inside. 
This slight rareness improves the taste 
and leayes the meat tender. When 
cooked put the kidneys to one side and 
put in a banana, cut in slices and 
sprinkled with lemon juice. These 
will fall to pieces with the cooking. 
Pile the pulp beside the kidneys on aj 
hot plate and eat at once.

Chiasso, Switz., Sept. 6.—Italy is 
determined to maintain its hold on 
Tripoli.and Cyrenaica. No great ad- 
vance has yet been made in the un- 
Official negotiations for peace which 
are now going on in Switzerland be- 
tween the Italian delegates and rep- 
resentatives of the Turkish goyern- 


ment. The former, while expressing 
their readiness to make concessions 


give in on several vital points: Italy 
demands absolute and complete sov- 
eriguty over Tripoli and Cyrenaica, 
without, however, exacting its rec- 
ognition from Turkey. It demands 
the evacuation of the Turkish troops, 
and it.is pointed out, that the adminis- 
tration at Constantinople might find a 
Way to meet these demands by pro- 
claiming the independence of these 
territories, entrusting the Arabs to 
govern themselves. 

Italy pledges herself to grant gen- 
eral amnesty to all Arabs not under- 
taking any reprisals against the Ital- 
ian government, and promises that 
the soverignty of the Caliph in reli- 
glous matters shall be respected. 
Italy -will reimburse the Porte in an 
amount corresponding.to the value of 
ail government properties which ex- 
isted in Tripoli before the war, and 
also that part of the » Ottoman ~ debt 
guaranteed by Tripoli’s revenues, de- 
ducting from this sum the expenses 
for the maintenance gf seyeral thou- 
sara Turkish prisoners. It is also 
proposed that Turkey shall immedi- 
atedly readmit Italians to the Ottoman 
empire under the same conditions as 
prevailed before the war.

TO STAY OUT 


Weavers Refuse to Unite With 
Industrial Workers 


New Bedford, Mass., Sept. 6.—By 
a vote of 150 to 113 the striking weav- 
ers decided not to return to work 
Monday, when the twelve cotton cloth 
mills which they left eight weeks ago 
reopen. The action will come before 
a full meeting of the Weavers’ union 
for ratification tonight. 

There was little discussion at the 
meeting of the strikers, the only out- 
break coming when William Holden, 
vice president of the union, made a 
motion that the weavers join with the 
Industrial Workers of the World in 
calling a general strike. The motion 
was voted down amid shouts of dis- 
approval. “ 

The manufacturers state that the 
action of the weavers would have no 
effect on their decision’to reopen Mon- 
day morning, and if enough operat- 
ives report to warrant it, the mills 
will continue to be operated.

to have it cut out. This rule has held 
since then,to. thé present time, I 
think, that a resumption of this , old 
custom allowing one hour, from three 
| to four for two visitors would be an 
excellent arrangement. 
A stranger walking into our new 
| operating building with its perfect 
equipment atid convenient arrange- 
ments would be amazed if he should 
see the old operating room which for 
mahy years did duty as operating 
room, scrubbing up room, stefilizing 
room, and dressing room, and would 
also be amazed to know of the amount 
of good work done there by specialists 
‘home surgeons, and nurses for so 
many years. With at first only a lit- 
| tle portable sterilizer which requires 
| to be filled three separate times to 
sterilize articles enough for one opera- 
tion. and took much valuable time and 
unnecessary work.in 1903 we arrived 
at the dignity of a new steam sterilizer 
for dressings, and one each for hot 
and cold water and felt that we were 
well equipped. 

The dressing sterilizer held by tight 
packing enough articles for two op- 
erations and the water sterilizers each 
held five gallons of sterile water, and 
all went well unless the sterilizers 
failed to steam, or the water sterilizer 
filters. to work, but the surgical work 
increased until some days we had five 
operations, one following the other 
with an accident for variety brought 
in with the dirt and dust of work and 
street’ straight into this room which 
we must use for clean operations. 
Sometimes when the room was all pre- 
pared for some serious operation and 
the surgeon to arrive in a few minutes, 
word would come that an accident 
was at the door, and must be brought, 
directly into the room made ready for 
operation, then after the accident had 
been attended to, the room must be 
gone over again, to make it clean 
enough for operation, while the sur- 
geon waited. How all the good work 
wag done that has been accomplished 
in that one room, is a mystery, but that 
it required endless toil and pains. to 


avoid bad results, goes without say- 
ing. 
Besides these difficultiés hose of 


scheduling these operations so that 
they should not interfere with each 
other were very great. It was no un- 
common occurrence when one physi- 
cian had engaged the operating room 
at a certain hour to.haye another de- 
mand the use of it at the same time on 
the plea.of an emergency case. 
these troubles are in the past. On 
June 11th 1912 the new. operating 
building was. first used for operation, 
and since then 65 operations. have been 
done there all recorded in detail on 
cards provided for the purpose. 

The two new wards given by Mr. W. 
B, Rice, and furnished by his family, 
are it. is conceded nearly perfect. 
Great windows admitting sun and air, 
large space, soft coloring and the best 
possible furnishings make them super- 
ior, sun room‘and airing balconies 
make, them complete. We owe much 
to the architect and to all who were 
concerned in the construction of these 
new buildings: The elevator is one of 
the greatest blessings which we have 
to the patient who was often afraid to 
be carried up the winding stairs, and 
to those earlier physicians of the staff 
who for so many years carried ether- 
ized patients to the old women’s ward. 

Another good thing whieh has been 
instituted in our hospital within the 
past year, is a new ice water supply 
gained by. having. a coil of pipe placed 
in the ice compartment of the refrig- 
erator which holds nearly a ton of ice. 
This isarranged over the bottom and 
sides: of thé ice compartment and is 
connected With the city water supply 
and lying in close contact with the ice

BY BIG STRIKE 


| WE Workers of Nation to Be 
Asked to Join 


PLAN OF INDUSTRIAL WORKERS 


Haywood Leads Movement to Call 
Upon All Trades, Men and Women, 
For a General Strike—Demand Et- 
tor and Giovannitti Be Either Tried 
Or Released—Say A. F. of L. Will 
Not Respond 


New York, Sept. 7.—In protest 
against the imprisonment at Law- 
rence, Mass., of Joseph J. Ettor 
and Arturo Giovannitti since last 
Jan. 28, William D. Haywood, lead- 
er of the Industrial Workers of the 
World, has announced that on Sept. 
80 all the I. W. W. men and women, 
in all trades, will strike and will is- 
sue a call to all workingmen of 


He said the call will be printed at 
once.in every possible language and 
that it will be directed to all classes 
of workers in all parts of the country, 
without specific regard to union or or- 
ganization affiliations. 

Haywood had just returned from 
Providence, R. I., where a meeting 
of the Ettor and Giovannitti defense 
committee was held and plans com- 
pleted for the protest strike. 

“We are not acting hastily,” said 
Haywood. “The labor world has been 
more wrought up by the imprisonment 
of these men than by anything in 
years. It is causing agitation in for- 
eign countries as well as here. We 
all feel that it is now time to take the 
most radical step. 

“These men are in jail and no date 
has ever been set for a hearing. They 
are scheduled to be railroaded to the 
electric chair. They are held because 
a woman was shot during the Law- 
rence strike, although witnesses were 
produced who swore they saw a po- 
liceman shoot her. 

“The call will mean a walkout in 
the steel industry. We have positive 
assurance that the steel workers vill 
respond. From numerous other sec- 
tions we have positive assurance that 
tue workers will go out. 

“It will be a general strike of the 
laboring men of the country, demand- 
ing justice for two of their number, 
Low held in jail without bail, denied 
habeas corpus and without a date set 
for their trial. We will demand their | 
immediate release or an immediate 
trial. 

“We are informed that the prosecu- 
tion is planning to hold these men in 

aii still longer and not let their cases 
come to trial at the fall term of court. 
Tke feeling is bitter throughout the 
common laboring classes ,especially 
among the foreign-speaking laborers. 

“I believe that more than a major- 
ity of the common laborers, employed 
in our industries, are foreign-speak- 
ing people and it is because of this 
that we will print the call in all lan- 
guages. At Lawrence we had to use 
thirty-two dialects. There were 
twenty-seven nationalities.”

BOILED CABBAGE, | 
HAT plebeian dish, boiled cabbage, | 
may be served in a number of 
ways that are calculated to tempt | 
the most fastidious. Nice cabbage is | 
now to be. bought, and it is both tender 
and succulent. In these days of fire- 
less cookers cabbage may be boiled 
with as little annoyance from the odor | 
as in preparing a custard. \ 
net a hard, heavy head with crisp 
white leaves. If you are not going to 
use it at once put it into a cool, dark 
place. 


Served With Cream. 

When the cabbage ts boiled drain 
and cut up the leaves into convenient 
size. Dress with butter, pepper and 
salt or white sauce. 

Other ways of preparing boiled cab- 
bage are given here: 

Creamed Cabbage.—After quartering 
or cutting the cabbage into small bits 
boil in salted water until tender. Drain 
off the water. When tender pour in a 
cupful of cream or milk, add a table- 
spoonful of butter, half a teaspoonful | 
of salt, a little pepper and a teaspoon-; 
ful of flour to thicken. 

Red Cabbage. 

Boiled Red Cabbage.—Take a nice | 
firm head of red cabbage, cut into 
quarters, scald, drain, cut fine and 
put into a stewpan with a tablespoon- 
ful of butter, an onion, a bay leaf, two 
cloyes, a teaspoonful of salt and a 
piece of chili pepper. Cook very slow- 
ly for an hour. Stir occasionally while 
simmering. Remove the bay leaf, add 
a tablespoonful of fresh butter and 
serve. j 

Savory Cabbage.—Take a good sized 
cabbage and boil in salted water. until 
tender. Drain, add butter about the 
size of an egg and a little pepper; 
then take a bow! which holds about a | 
quart and stir two heaping table- 
spoonfuls of flour till smooth, add two 
tablespoonfuls of molasses, half a cup 
of vinegar and enough water to fill 
bowl. Add this to the cabbage and 
cook till thick. ; 

Boiled and Baked, | 

Boiled Cabbage and ‘Tumato Sauce.— 
Boil a nice young cabbage, Drain and 
season with salt and pepper. [Puta 
layer of the cabbage in the bottom of } 
a buttered pudding dish. Place a lay- 
er of stewed and sensoned tomnto on 
this, then another layer of cabbase. 
and so on until the dish is full. putting 
on a top layer of crumbs. Bake half an 
hour, uncover and brown.

FRUIT JELLIES. 
N making jelly it should be remem- 
bered that it is a waste of time to 
use fruit that. is not good. The 


fruit should not be too ripe. 
iwmake the better jellies for being a lit- 
tle tart. 

When a juicy fruit is used water 
need not be added. Only water enough 
should be added to keep the fruit from 
burning. 

A Use For Parings. 

Quince Jelly.—The quince parings 
} may be used for this. Cover them with 
water and boil until soft,.then drain. 
| Add equal parts of;sugar and boil un- 
til ready to put in glasses, which will 
be from twenty minutes to half an 
| hour from the time they are put on the 
fire. 
| Peach Jelly.—Take a peck of peaches, 
peel, cut up and erack a few of the 
pits, mixing the kernels with the fruit. 
| Add a cupful of water and stew the 
| fruit until soft, then strain and return 
the juice to the fire, after measuring it 
carefully. Boil for twenty minutes. 
then add a pound of heated granulated | 
sugar for each pint of juice. Boll and 
pour into glasses. When cool cover 
with paraffin. 


Apple Jellies. 


Crab Apple Jelly.—Wash and stem 
the apples, cover in the kettle with 
water, boil till all are in pieces, strain 
overnight. Mensure juice and sugar 
evenly. Boil the juice twenty. min- 
| ules and put the sugar in the oven to 
heat. “then add the heated sugar and 
' boil not more than ten minutes. 

Apple Jelly.—Wash and stem and 
core the apples and cut into pieces. 
To each cupful of apples take half a 
| eupful of cold water; cover and boil 
until the apples are tender. Pour into 
ta colander and drain six hours, then 
drain through a jelly bag. To each 
| eupfal of juice add one cupful of 
sugar. stir until] the sugar is melted, 
then boil quickly for ten minutes. 
Try by pouring a little jelly on a cold 
suucer; if it jells it is ready to pour 
into glasses, 

With Tart Plums. 


Plum Jelly.—Put the plums in a por- 
celain kettle over the fire and beat un- 
til the fruit breaks, then pour into 
a jelly bag. Measure the juice and for 
each pint ef it allow a pound of sugar, 
putting this in the oven in shallow 
pans to heat. while you return the 
juice to the fire and boil for twenty 
minutes. skimming off the scum that 
rises to the surface. Take care that 
the sugar in the oven does not melt. 
When the juice has boiled for twenty 
minutes add the sugar. stir until it is 
lissolved and fill the jelly glasses.

“The publication of (Newbury- 
port’s) tax list started a few years ago 
was the means of the complete revalu- 
ation of the city on an equitable basis, 
and has contributed more to the city’s 
welfare than anything undertaken in 
years.” 

It is proposed to present in this let- 
ter some facts in additional support 
of this proposition—lest it be over- 
looked,—and also to see if in the valu- 
ation of property can be found any 
answer to the question,—What’s the 
Matter with Quincy? 

In the absence of the aforesaid pub- 
lication it is not an easy matter to 
look into, but the writer has talked 
with a considerable number of prop- 
efty owners in various parts of the 

city, and the information gathered, 
supplemented by an examination of 
the records at the Assessors’ Office, has 
served to indicate pretty clearly that 
on the whole, Quincy is considerably 
undervalued. There are some cases 
where the owners claim an overvalu- 
ation, and undoubtedly many cases 
could be cited where sales have 
brought less than the taxed value, but 
I am convinced by a fair preponder- 
ance of the evidence I have gathered 
that, notwithstanding this, the city is 
undervalued to the amount of prob- 
ably a million dollars or more on real 
estate alone. 

Several owners in diifferent cections 
have told me confidentially that they 
could not complain if the assessed 
value of their property was nearly 
doubled, but they did not feel that 
they wanted their property so valued 
unless the whole city was revalued, in 
which case the tax rate would un- 
doubtedly be materially reduced and 
the burden more evenly distributed. 
One can hardly blame them for not 
wanting to be singled ovt under the

When the city buys land the price is

} much the owner who sells property to 
Let us examine a 
few of the localities where the city 
has purchased land recently. 

In Ward Five there is the Wollas- 
ton School lot which was purchased a 
year or more ago. The city paid $9400 
for land which was assessed for $4800 
in 1910. There was also a small lot | 
with a house, purchased separately, 
at $4000, which was assessed at $3450 
and the house was sold by the city for 
$450. The house had been assessed | 
at $2800, so the-result of this transac- | 
tion was a net cost to the city of | 
$3550 for 6577 feet of land which was 
assessed at $650. But as it is evident- | | 
ly unfair to base any comparisons on | 
the house in this case (the building 
being worth but little to remove from 
its foundation) we will confine our at- 
tention to the land alone. The whole 
School lot was assessed in 1910 at an 
average of 5.5 centsia:foot, and the 
next year, instead of profiting by this 
experience, the Assessors valued land 
of the same character directly oppo- 
site on Taylor street, at 1.2 cents a 
foot. Does this show very careful 
work on the part of the Assessors? 

Again:—The city paid $7700 for the 
Montclair School lot in Ward 6. It was 
assessed at $3750. Compare the 4.3 
cents a foot, assessed with nearly 9 
cents a foot, paid by the city! A lot of 
land, nearly two-thirds frontage, at 
the corner of West Squantum Street 
and Highland Ave. (directly opposite 
and apparently a more desirable loca- 
tion than the average of the School 
lot) was assessed in 1911 at six cents 
a foot; so it is plain that here again 
the Assessors failed to profit by the | 
city’s experience. 

Let us examine conditions on the 
other sfde of the city: The city 
bought land for a stone-crusher on 
Brook Road. It was assessed at the 
rate of 6.7 cents a foot. The city paid 
at the rate of 11.72 cents a foot.

Section 6, of chapter 27, R. L. pro- 
vides:—*Cities and towns may by a 
majority vote incur debts for tempor- 
ary loans in anticipation of the taxes 
of the municipal year in which such 


debts are incurred and expressly made 


payable therefrom by such vote. Such 
loans shall be payable within one 
year after the date of their incurrence 
Pe YO PP ” The state authorities inter- 
pret this section to mean just what it 
plainly says:—‘“taxes of the municipal 
year in which such debts are incurred 
and expressly made payable there- 
from” and “shall be payable within 
one year,” being taken to mean that a 
loan issued against the tax-levy of a 
certain year shall be payable from 
that levy and no other. And “ payable” 
| Means settled and concluded, and not 
a new debt created to pay the old one. 
This is the only clear and unequivocal 
interpretation the section is fairly 
susceptible of. When in sore straits, 
the City Solicitor of Lowell gave this 
{interpretation against a strong in- 
clination to find a loop-hole in it if 
possible. Other city solicitors all 
over the Commonwealth have so in- 
terpreted the law and the Director of 
the Bureau of Statistics at the State 
House gives it this interpretation. 

But the present City Solicitor o! 
Quincy has given a different opinion— 
in effect, at least—which has permit- 
ted the city to be plunged deeper and 
; deeper in the mire of debt each year. 
Just examine the “Temporary, Loan” 
|; Statement on page 66 in the 1911 Re- 
port, and then turn back to 1910, and 
| see how the old loans have been re- 
| newed, This has been done year after 
|year. You will see that there were 
| $400,000 of outstanding temporary 
loans at the close of the last financial 
year; Now turn to page 72 and you 
will see that of the 1911 tax levy only 
$251,345.52 was outstanding at the 
same time, and this without any dis- 
!count for the part which may be un- 

collectible. In other words the cit) 
is about $150,000 “in the hole” and the

| od of covering it up, if not an illegal 
one. Some claim that all the out 
standing taxes may be used to base 
pe outstanding temporary loans up- 
hast Well, although it is against the 
weight of the best authority, suppose 
we concede their contention for the 
sake of the argument. ‘The total out- 
standing taxes on all other tax levies 
on December 31, 1911 was $110,414.67. 
Taking the Tax Collector's own state- 
ment in the September 11 issue of the 
Ledger, that it is safe to say that 80 
per cent of outstanding taxes back of 
1910 are uncollectible, and allowing 
$80,000 as a fair estimate of the 1910 
levy collectible, these together wili 
only make up about $85,000 of the 
$150,000 shortage, leaving us still over 
$65,000 behind on the hest possible 
showing. 

Suppose, Mr. Business-Man, tha 
you had a business which produced a 
gross income of $10,000 a year, but you 
had to have ready cash, so you is- 
sued notes for one year. Now assume 
that the running expenses of your 
busines were $12,000 a year, and you 
issued this amount of notes every year 
paying the odd $2000 by negotiating a 
new note for $2000 against the next 
year’s business.

NO LOSS OF PAY 


Notices were posted in all depart- 
ments at the Fore River Ship yard this 
morning that beginning November 4, 
all departments would work on the 
eight hour day basis. As stated in the 
Ledger several days ago some of the 
departments have been working on this 
basis for some time. 

Up to this year the hours of work 
at the yard have been so arranged that 
the workmen received a half day off 
on Saturdays. When the Fore River 
company Was awarded the contract 
for the building of the battleship Ne- 
vada it became necessary that all work 
on her should be done on the eight 
hour day basis as required by the 
government. 

Immediately on receipt of the con- 
tract the departments that were work- 
ing on the contract, notably the 
draughtsmen were put on the new 
working basis and as fast as any de- 
partment took up any of the battleship 
work that department also went on the 
new basis. By Nov. 4, all departments 
of the yard will be at work on the Ne- 
vada and the whole yard will be on 
that basis. 

As a matter of fact the change of 
hours does not decrease the rate of 
wages received by the workmen, many 
of them receiving more pay than be- 
fore.

About every once in so often, when 
an official or some one else finds time , 
hanging heavy on their hands, they 
lirag up that ever prolific subject of 
féline extermination.

Probably the number of birds whick

They would form but small 
part of the slaughter whfch is annual- 
ly carried on for the adornment of 
millinery yet no word is heard about 
licensing milliners, supplyers of mil- 
liners or feather wearers because of 
their activity in destroying birds.

IDENTIFY BODY: THE OTHER SIDE 
CAUSE UNKNOWN OF THE STORY’”: 


Of Death of Woman Found in Cunmen Planned Surrender 


Manchester: River 


MURDER OR AGCIOENT GOUBT HOT SPRINGS GIT'ZENS TALK 


Benjamin Roberts of Gloucester Be- 
lieves It Case of Murder—Woman 
Left Home Sept. 9, After Family 
Quarrel—Visited an Old School 
Friend Whose Home She Left at 
Midnight 


Manchester, Mass., Sept. 18.— 
Eliminating one element of mystery 
only to establish another as puzzling, 
the police secured an identification of 
the body of a woman found in the 
Manchester river, when Benjamin H. 
Roberts, a wharf watchman of 
Gloucester, identified it. as that of 
his wife, Estella. 

How and why she met her death is 
more of a mystery than ever, the only 
theory advanced now being a lurid 
one to the effect that she was kid- 
napped by a gang of foreigners, 
placed aboard a raft in the stream, 
mishandled and then murdered. 

“I believe absolutely that my wife 
was murdered,” Roberts declared. “I 
might say more but I do not care to 
dc so, until certain things which are 
not yet made clear have become so.” 

There is one more element of mys- 
tery to the case. The dead woman's 
hat was found on a bush by Sophia 
Saxild, a nursemaid in the employ of 
H. Haswell of New York. 

“It was not on the bush yester- 
day,” Miss Saxild told the police. 
“Of that I am certain.” 

The police are now endeavoring to 
determine who put the hat on the 
bush. 

The woman had been missing since 
Monday, Sept. 9. On that day she 
came here from Gloucester to visit a 
friend, Mrs. Timothy L. White. 
Mrs. Roberts stayed until late at 
night, and Mrs. White then accom- 
panied her to the railrgad station, 
where she left her atll p. m. Noth- 
ing is known of what happened to 
Mrs. Roberts after that. Her train 
was not due to leave until 12:14. 

It is said Mrs. Roberts left home on 
account of continued family quarrels. 

It is the theory of Chief of Police 
Converse that the woman met her 
death near the railroad station and 
that the body remained on the shore 
undiscovered, was washed and floated 
by the storm and high tide of Sunday 
night and carried down the river. It 
was found only an eighth of a mile 
from the station. : 

The spot in the river where the body 
Was recovered is almost exactly of 
the White home. 


MRS, SZABO’S BROTHER 


Arrives In New York With Death 
Certificate of Mother 

New York, Sept. 18.—Franz Men- 
schilk, brother of Mrs. Rosa Men- 
schilk -Szabo, who was drowned in 
Greenwood lake, Orange county, N. 
Y., while boating with Burton W. 
Gibson, a New York lawyer, arrived 
at New York on the steamship Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. and went at once to the 
Austro-Hungarian consulate, where 
he deposited a death certificate show- 
ing that his mother had died in Vien- 
na two years ago. 

Gibson, now in jail, charged with 
Mrs. Szabo’s murder, declares that 
the mother is living, and some time 
ago he preduced a waiver of citation 
purporting to be signed by her as 
beneficiary of Mrs. Szabo’s estate, 
turning the property over to bim,

grand jury returned an indictment 
against the Boston Elevated company, 
as a corporate body, charging coer- 
cion in four courts. The penalty, as 
laid down in the statutes for such of- 
tences, is $100 fine on each charge. 

The first and second counts in the 
indictment charge attempts to coerce 
two men into an agreement to be- 
come members of a labor organiza- 
tion as a condition to continuing in 
the employ of the corporation. 

The third count in the indictment 
charges coercion of persons unknown 
to the grand jury into an agreement 
not to become members of an organi- 
zation as a condition to securing emi- 
ployment with the corporation, and 
the fourth count charges coercion of 
persons unknown to the grand jurors 
not to join a labor organization as a 
condition to continuing in the employ- 
ment of the corporation.

“They understand the interests of 
the country quite as well as the gen- 
tlemen who have played proyidence 
to those futerests for their own bene- 
fiit understand them, but they see | 
them from another point of view, and | 
they suspect this human providence 
and distrust it. They.‘see as clearly 
as anyone else sees that .business 
must in our day be done upon a great 
scale, but they know that there is a| 
size which is natural and a-size which 
is unnatural in business. 

“Monopoly is always in the long run 
weak and inefficient, and the leaders 
of the Democratic party know per- 
fectly well that they are serving the | 
business of the country much better, 
much more intelligently, than the 
leaders of the other parties, because 
they mean so to regulate competition 
and free the conditions of business 
in this country as to substitute the 
efficient for the merely powerful.” 

Our opponents even propose to rem- 
edy the results by the very means 
by which they were produced, namely 
the partnership of the government in 
the management of big business. I, 
for my part, can never bring myself 
to accept the proposal that the gov- 
ernment by regulation «shall act 
through the trusts for the people. The 
contact between the government and 
the people in such a case is too re- 
mote and indirect, This is no way in 
which to restore the ednfidence of 
the people.

The Finnish socialist band played 
the “Marseillaise” as the crowd 


gathered and many of the Italians 
caught up the strain. A stone wagon 
served as a platform, and was_reached 
by the speakers by a short ladder. 

One Socialist declared it was simi- 
| lar to the scene just before the French 
| revolution when the Marseillaise in- 
flamed the people, the streets ran red 
| With blood and the scaffold was 
{mounted by a short ladder. 

Thomas G. Connolly, counsel for the 
striking hotel waiters of Boston, was 
the first speaker. He reviewed the 
situation which resulted in the arrest 
of Ettor and Giovanitti and said the 
socialist party was the only one that 
has taken up the defense of the work- 
ingman, 

He said the fight for improved labor 
conditions was being made by foreign- 
He thought the question was not 
how to Americanize the foreign but 
how to Europeanize the American, 

The socialist party is the miracle 
of ages, not brought about through 
supernatural influences but through 


| economic conditions. 


He called Roosevelt the “Universal 
Savior,” a man who favored Home 
Rule because of the Irish votes and 
then favored the oppression of Egypt 
because the Egyptian has no votes in 
this country. 

He said the Socialist banner was 
red, not as in the American flag, a 
streak here and there, but red as the 
blood of human beings. 

Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, although 
suffering from a severe sore throat 
spoke 30 minutes. 
only reason Ettor and Giovanitti have 
been held is because they were loyal 
to the working class, and our only 
consideration is what we can do to 
help them for in helping them we are 
| helping ourselves. 

“I do not come here to ask for your 
sympathy. They do not ask it. They 
are ready to take the consequences, 
and if they thought they could advance 
the cause of labor by remaining in 
jail or going to the electric chair they 
would do so. 

“They are the kind of men who 
would die to help the working man. 
If they are found guilty of being an 
accessory to the murder of Anna 
Lopezi it is going to make it all the 
harder in any effort you make to bet- 
| ter the condition of labor and estab- 
lishes a bad precedent. 

“If they go to the electric chair 
every labor leader in the country is in 
danger. Prepare to strike September 
30 if the trial goes against us. 
| “Let us work until we have brought 
about industrial democracy, a world 
where ro man can live without work- 
ing, and no man can work without 
living.” 

Caleb E. Howard said he had re-

PERSIA THE ViCTIM 


W Commercial Greed by Great Brit- 
tain and Russia 

London, Sept. 22.—The practical 
division of Persia between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia appears almost as- 
sured as a result of the conferences 
which Sergius Sazonoff, the Russian 
foreign minister, has had with British 
statesmen. All the newspapers which 
are in the closeSt touch with the for- 
eign office, particularly The Tmes, 
looked upcn recently as Mr. Edward 
Grey’s mouthpiece, are forecasting 
this rement end are apparently 
preparing the public mind for it.The 
necessity cf preserving order in the 
interests of trade is the principal rea- 
son advanced. 

Since the signing of the Anglo- 
Russian convention of 1907 for the 
maintenance of Persia's independence 
and integrity, and incidentally for the 
division of the country into British 
and Russian spheres of infiuence, 
this influence and a corresponding 
shrinkage of this independence in 
Persia. 

The exact division of territory will 
not be easy. The Russian papers 
claim Teheran. If the czar gets the 
capital, Great Britain’s share will be 
decidedly the smaller value.

‘In Examination of Witnesses 
at Hot Springs 


Startling Information Given to Police

CONOMICAL methods of extend- 
ing the meat flavor through other 
foods are found in meat pies and 
similar dishes in which a pastry, a 
tereal or a vegetable is combined w ith 
the meat. 

A deep dish is the best thing in w hich | 
to bake your meat pie. The dish may’ 
be Hned with a biscuit or shortened 
pastry dough.

Vienna, Sept. 26.—The Balkan 


| situation has aroused the deepest in- 
terest in Austria. Emperor Francis 
views between the powers on the im- 
portant questions now at issue with 


opold von Berghthold, the Austrian 
| foreign minister, in a statement to 
' the foreign affairs committeee of the 
Hungarian delegation, made reference 
to the proposals he has submitted to 
the powers for an exchange of views. 
He said that the result was the un- 
animous cooperation of the powers 
and a pledge for the prevention of a 
Violent solution of the Balkan crisis. 
The minister said: “It would, how- 
ever be a serious mistake, if because 
of this, we regarded the danger of 
the present situation as being avert- 
ed.” 

Count von Berchthold declared that 
the unsatisfactory conditions in Eu- 
ropean Turkey had seriously affected 
the neighboring countries, imposing 
; upon their statesmen a heavy task. 
| He hoped their sense of responsibility 
would restrain from following the im- 
pulse of the moment. “But we also 
trust,” he continued, “that Turkey 
will not fail to recognize the gravity 
of the situation and find a way to 
avoid complications. 

The foreign minister concluded: “Di- 
plomacy is keeping guard td prevent 
the threatened conflict and stifle a 
possible Balkan conflagration. Our 
geographical position places us near 
the area of disturbance and the great 
interests of the monarchy are at 
| stake. Only when we are armed by 
land and sea can we look to the future 
with easy minds.” 

Count vog Berchthold also referred 
to the satisfactory progress of the Tur- 
co-Italian peace negotiations to facili- 
tate Turkey’s domestic crisis; to the 
community of interests of Austria and 
Germany in the near east and to Rus- 
sia’s sincere desire to preserve peace 
in the Balkans. He said that his visit 
to the king of Roumania had con- 
vinced him of Roumania’s peaceful in- 
tentions. . R 

The speeches of Emperor Francis 
Joseph and Count von Berchthold 
have created an unfavorable impres- 
sion. That of the foreign minister is 
regarded as the most pessimistic since 
the war of 1877 and is supposed to 
presage further heavy military in- 
In describing the present 
situation in the Balkans he said: “The! 
constant flashes of lightning reveal 
the high electric tension of the present 
atmosphere without dispelling the 


creases. 


The emperor's speech has created 
uneasiness more on account of its re- 
ticence with regard to the Balkans 
and his emphasis on the necessity of 
developing the navy. In conversation 
later with the president of the dele- 
gation, the emperor remarked: “We 
are faced by a very, very serious sit- 
uation.”

From Seven Craters 
Seattle, Wash., Sept. 26.—Mail 
advises received from Valdez, Alaska, 
said Mount Wrangell, the most widely 
known of the smoking volcanoes of 
Alaska, again is in eruption. Lieu- 
tenant Prosser of the signal corps, 
who returned to Valdez, reported that 
Mount Wrangell was throwing out 

large volumes of smoke and lava. 

Instead of one crater there are now 
at least seven vents, he said, and 
with the aid of field glasses lava could 
be seen fiowing across the glaciers.

Will Ee Femoved Under Guard 
To Panama 


MASSAGRE IS UNCONFIRMED 


Revolution In Nicaragua Considered 
Practically Broken by the Surrender 
of General Luis Mena and 700 of 
His 
Granada Said to Be Facing a Fam- 
ine—Central America Fomenting 


Followers—Inhabitants of 


Waashington, Sept. 27.—Granada, 
which has been in the hands of the| 


Nicaraguan rebels, is reported to 
have surrendered to the government. 
General Luis Mena, the insurgent 
leader, has been taken a prisoner. 

General Mena is to be sent to Pana- 
ma under guard of American sailors 
and marines. American Minister} 
Weitzel reported to the state depart- 
ment that Rear Admiral Southerland 
had accepted the surrender of Mena 
and 700 followers. His capture is 
taken to indicate the collapse of the} 
revolution, and his remoyal to Pana- 
ma probably means exile. 

Officials here believed General 
Mena requested that he be permitted 
to surrender to Admiral Southerland | 
from fear of summary action at the} 
hands of the Nicaraguan federals and | 
the admiral doubtless thought it ad-| 
visable to get the rebel leader out of) 
the country as soon as_ possible. 
Granada is now completely under con- 
trol of United States forces. Condi- 
tions are reported pitiful. The in-| 
habitants face famine in consequences | 
of their long isolation. Red Cross | 
provisions have been distributed with) 
the greatest haste. 

It it not thought that General Zele- 
don and his forces will attempt to hold} 
out now that the head of the revolu- 
tion has given up. Little importance 
is attached here to the announcement 
by Juan Irias, former follower of Ze- 
laya, of his intention to succeed Gen- 
eral Mena. lIrias made known his} 
ambition before leaving San Jose, 
Costa Rica, several days ago. Noth- 
ing since has been heard of his where- 
abeuts. 

A cablegram from Rear Admiral 
Southerland, at Managua, reports 
everything to be tranquil there and 
anounced that he was going southward 
to Granada, and anticipated no trou- 
ble. He added that the railroad be-

CHINESE PRESIDENT 
MOVING WISELY 


chet of New Aud Auditing Bureau 
Strong. Man 


Pekin, Sept. 28.—A presidential 
order has been issued appointing Chen 
Chin Tao chief of the new auditing 
department. Chen Chin Tao, who was 
formerly vice president of the board 
cof finance, is now in the United 
States. His appointment, like that of 
the foreign advisor, is intended to 
inspire confiderice’ abroad. This is 
considered another effort on the part 
of the government to avoid the six- 
power supervision, which the lega- 
tions believe is the only measure that 
can save China from bankruptcy, and 
Chen Tao’s 
financial ability is recognized by the 
legations, but they doubt whether he 
will accept the new post, as he has 
heretofore refused to associate him- 
self with the country’s seemingly 
hopeless finances. 

The Chinese government proposes 
to pay off all the Boxer arrears with 
the proceeds of the new loan. In ad- 
dition to the salt tax the Crisp group 
have other seeurities yielding a yearly 
income of $7, 500,000. These are pro- 
vided for in the contract. President 
Yuan Shi Kai has informed Sir John 
N. Jordan, the British minister, that 
he is powerless to cancel the loan.

All of the city’s money, whether the 
| proceeds of special loans or otherwise, 
is held by the Treasurer in a common 
| fund. At the present time, according 
to the city’s books, should have 
jover $190,000 in cash on hand, while 
jin fact we have only about $149,000, 
which means that about $50,000 of the 
money raised on special loans is be- 
ing used for purposes other 
those for which the loans were made. 
No wonder our Mayors are generally 
anxious to see loans for special ap- 
propriations authorized by the coun- 
cil, and frequently lobby them through 
themselves; or, in the veracular of the 
Council, its members are “lined up.” 

It is a common thing for council- 
men to be invited into the Mayor’s 
office just before the council meetings 
and “instructed.” 

As a rule the Mayor may safely 
count upon a majority of the council 
being open to suggestions, as many 
of its members depend upon the same 
“machine” for their election, but oc- 
casionally he needs a vote or two 
more, especially if some of his coad- 
jutors are absent.

| ness the sum of $4500 borrowed about 
three years ago for the purchase of 
| property of the Quincy Mutual. Life 
| Insurance Co., before the Mayor at 
| that time had even ascertained wheth- 
;}er the Company would sell at that 
price. This money has not yet been 
| expended for the purpose for which it 
was borrowed. Similarly, a loan for 
{$80,000 for the new Adams _ school 
was authorized early in the summer. 
The money was borrowed almost im- 
mediately, but the contract for build- 
ing the school has never even been 
| awarded, and the work probably can- 
not be begun until next spring. In 
the meantime, we are paying interest 
on this loan and a portion at least of 
the money is being used for current 
| expenses, 

During recent years this practice 
‘has been the curse of special ‘appro- 
| priations, and explains why the City 
}of Quincy occupies the unique and in- 
| glorious pasition of spending a great- 
;er percentage of its revenue for debt 
;and interest than any other city in 
| Massachusetts. 

According to the last printed report 
of the Bureau of Statistics almost 
half (43.5 per cent) of all the revenue 
of the city was chargeable to the pay- 
| ment of debt and interest. Our near- 
}est competitor for this disgrace was

What the City Will Pay Metro- 


politan District 


FOR CURRENT YEAR 


State House, September 30, 1912— 
Quincy’s assessment, as announced by 
State Treasurer Stevens, on account 
of the various departments of the 
Metropolitan district this year reach- 
es a total of $108,379.74. Of this 
Sum $54,558.24 is for Metropolitan 
$21,503.81 is for Park ana 
Boulevards, $29,944.04 is for the Me- 
tropolitan south sewer system and 
the remainder of $2373.65 is for 
Charles River basin. 

In determining the payments on ac- 
count of water supply it is apportion- 
ed to each city and town on the ratio 
of its valuation of property to its 
consumption of water. Quincy’s 
payment, $54,558.24 is apportioned as 
follows: $34.066.47 for interest 
charges, $12,221.95 is for sinking 
fund requirements, $8,047.32 is for 
cost of maintainance, while $222.50 1s 
for serial bond payments. 

Quincy’s payment of $21,503.82 for 
park and boulevards has been divided 
by the State treasurer for the follow- 


ing purposes: For sinking fund re- 
quirements $3048.20 for interest 
charges, $8,834.14 for maintainance e| 
charges $9581.60 and for serial bonds 
$39.87. 

On sinking fund requirements Quin- 
cy is assessed $3048.20 and of this 
$1595.71 is for parks, $1349.88 is for 
boulevards, while $102.61 is for the 
Nantasket reservation. , 

Quincy’s assessment for interest 
charges of $8,834.14 is divided as fol- 
lows: $4624.09 for parks, $3935.16 is 
for boulevards and $274.89 is for the 
Nantasket reservation. 

In the cost of maintainance, Quincy | 
is assessed $9581.60 and this sum ts| 
divided as follows, $5309.68 for parks, | 
$3930.98 for boulevards and $340.94 is 
for Nantasket. 

On account of the Metropolitan 
sewerage loan, south system, Quincy 
must pay $29,944.04 this sum is ap- 
portioned as follows: $3782.97 for 
sinking fund, $9855.23 for maintain- 
ance charges and $16,305.84 is for in- 
terest. charges. While Quincy was 
assessed last year $30;237.95 for Me- 
tropolitan Park loans, this year it 1s 
only assessed $21,503.81.

AVIATION RECEIVES 
‘A SEVERE SETBACK 


Two Army Lieutenants and a 
Corperal Meet Beath — 


New York., Sept. 30.—-When the 
last of three aviators died Sunday 
after haying been hurled from their 
machines while making flights late 
Saturday, those interested in the 
sport declared it had received a set- 
back, to recover from which will re- 
quire a considerable period of time. 

Lieutenant J. L. Longstaffe, an 
English army officer, was cut from a 
mass of tangled wood, metal and 
wire, which was all that was left of 
his machine, after it has plunged 
seventy-five feet to the ground, just 
as the Neutenant, accompanied by his 
mechanic, Pierre Chavyellier, started 
to descend at the Hempstead Plains 


fields. 


The former died without recovering 
consciousness at a hospital in Mine- 
ola.

SANBORN LOST 
HIS LEFT EYE 


Result of the Explosion of a 
Tonic Bottle Over @ 
Month Ago 


Fred Sanborn, 18 years old of South 
Quincy, arrived home from the Eye 
and ar Infirmary, Saturday, minus 
his left eye. He was rather fortunate 
that he was not completly blinded. 
August 23, while working on one of 
the teams of the German Seltzer Com- 
pany, Sanborn started to shift a case 
of tonic, when a bottle exploded and 
the glass and contents struck him in 
the face, much of the glass entering 
his eye. Dr. N. S. Hunting treatea 
the young man but later he was _ re- 
moved to the Eye and Ear Infirmary

The speech, which is taken ag out- 
lining the plan of the Republican 
campaign throughout the country, was 
devoted largely to a defense of the 
Republican tariff policy and a criti- 
cism of the Democratic proposals. The 
president declared that bills, passed 
#y the Democratic house of represen- 
tatives, which seemed to have Gov- 
ernnor Wilson’s full approval, would 
have greatly impaired the manufac- 
turing industries of New England and 
the middle west. 

“There is no need of our being put! 


{| upon the defensive,” asserted the 


president. His tone added to the im- 
pression of earnestness. 

“The fiood of unjust denunciation 
to which the Republican party has 
been subjected has no real founda- 
tion or justification. It is we who 
should be in the forefront affirming 
our right to represent the people in 
authority in the government because 
otf what we have done and because 
of the assurance by what we have 
cone of what we shall continue to do 
in the future.” 

The crowd cheered these assertions, 
but reserved the more demonstrative 
approval for the references to Colonel 
Roosevelt. <A third party, the presi- 
dent sald, had split off from the Re- 
publican party “merely to gratify per- 
sonal ambition and vengeance.” 

“This new party,” he said, “is not 
united on any cohesive principle and 
is only kept together by the remarka- 
ble personality of its leader. Were 
he todie, the party would go to pieces, 
for ‘the cause’ of which so many glibly 
speak is utterly incapable of defini- 
tion in view of the crazy-quilt charac- 
ter of the platform.” 

This movement cannot succeed, 
said the president, because the great 
bulk of the people are not emotional, 
undiscriminating, superficially-mind- 
ed, non-thinking or hero-worshipping. 
Fortunately, he said, there is no 
chance of the success of the third 
party, and there is now every proba- 
bility that it will be disappointed in 
its chief purpose, the defeat of the 
Republican party. 

The president uttered a warning 
te the Republicans who are consider- 
ing voting the Democratic ticket in 
order to defeat Roosevelt.
